When They Will Quit 

A correspondent of a Chilean news- 
paper, returning home on the Gripsholm, 
says high Japanese officials expect the 
war will last for five years after Germany 
is beaten, and that the Japanese people are 
still convinced they will win, Capt. Alan 
Chambers, member of the Canadian House 
of Commons, returned to London after 
fighting in Sicily and Ttaly, says the Ger- 
man troops fight well and that their morale 
is good. Prisoners, he says, laugh at the 
idea of Germany being beaten. 

These men are competent observers, 
who have had an opportunity to sense the 
temper of our enemies in either theatre, 
What they have to say should sober any- 
one who has been assuming that Germany 
is likely to collapse any day and Japan to 
follow suit soon after. The enemy states 
will not surrender because we in the Allied 
countries think they cannot win; but only 
when their own leaders or people become 
convinced that such is the case. And there 
is only one way,to convince them on the 
point.

The Regulations Stand 


In the Calgary district court Judge C. 
J. Ford handed down a judgment declaring 
the federal rent control regulations to be 
valid. This is said to be the first case in 
which the validity of the regulations has 
been challenged. The decision is important 
for the reason that a contrary finding 
would have thrown living conditions into 
a state of chaos in centres where in- 
crease of population has created a demand 
for living quarters out of normal rela- 
tion to the supply. 

It was to prevent such conditions that 
the control machinery was instituted, and 
it Operates only where the situation is ex- 
traordinary. People in Edmonton are in 
position to judge what would happen in 
these centres if the regulations broke 
down. There would in that case be free- 
for-all bidding for houses and apartments 
under pressure of an excess demand, with 
the certain result that rentals would be 
pushed to unreasonable and unjustifiable 
levels. Which, it is not to be forgotten, 
would in turn boost the cost of living and 
Stimulate a general clamor for higher 
wages and salaries. 

The cost of living-space is so large an 
item in the family expense account that it 
cannot be unregulated in over-crowded 
communities without producing far-reach- 
ing reaction ypon the wage and price 
“ceilings”. That the regulations are per- 
fect, or everywhere satisfactory, is too 
much to suppose, since they are of human 
devising. But they do help to maintain 
Stability where otherwise there would be 
community-wide turmoil. 
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The More the Better 


About one Canadian in four bought 
bonds of the Fourth Victory Loan.

More Canadians have taken out this 
kind of insurance during the last four 
years than ever did so in our previous his- 
tory. That is a solid basis of known as- 
sets on which to count for the years to 
come. Should another depression spread 
across the world it will find a multitude of 
our people better to meet it than 
any corresponding part of the population 
were to meet any former visitation. Should 
we be spared that scourge it wlil be in 
large part because so many are accumulat- 
ing reserves of future credit which they 
can put to constructive and productive 
uses in peacetime and so help to keep the 
Wheels of industry and business turning 

To buy a bond, or as many of them as 
he can afford, is good business from the 
strictly persond! standpoint of the in- 
dividual citizen. But it is also an act of 
long range public service, bechuse it will 
help to support conditions through the 
years of readjustment and readaptation 
which must follow the closing down of war 
plants.

Kolombangara 


Without landing a soldier there, Allied 
forces compelled the Japanese to clear out 
‘of Kolombangara island, in the Solomons. 
Or to try to clear out, at the cost of heavy 
losses in men and ships the toll of which 
may not yet be complete. By sustained 
blockade and incessant air and sea attacks 
on supply bases it was made impossible for 
the enemy to get food and munitions to the 
garrison, and scarcely less than impossible 
to evacuate them. In the culminating at- 


| 


| 
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‘tempt at rescue the Japanese lost a cruiser, 


a couple of destroyers at least, landing 
barges and other small craft, The surviv- 
ing enemy warships fled the scene, ignor- 
ing the Tojo injunction that the warriors 
of the Mikado must never retreat. 

The action was not a major one, and 
Kolombangara may not be of first rate 
importance to either the Allies or the 
enemy. But there is significance both in 
the circumstances and in the outcome of 
the battle. Good strategy was shown by 
General MacArthur and his staff in en- 
gineering so successful.a blockade without 
the man-cost involved in ground fighting. 
And a healthy desire to go on living was 
shown by the Jap sailors who put about 
and ran for it when the fighting grew hot. 

When larger forces are at his disposal 
MacArthur will be able to repeat the 
Kolombangara “squeeze’’ on enemy bases 
of greater importance. And on land and 
sea and in the air the Japanese fighters are 
getting to feel that in a pinch their own 
lives are more to them than the admoni- 
tions which Tojo sends them from his 
Tokyo dug-out. c 


Twenty-five persons are \missing after 
the torpedoing of a small Brazilian’ pass- 
enger vessel in the South Atlantic, fur- 
ther evidence that the pirates are again 
abroad and with unchanged malevolence. 
Why, except from sheer malice, a submar- 
ine commander should waste a torpedo on 
a small passenger ship in such remote wat- 
ers is beyond comprehension. 
——— 

Allied airmen in the South Pacific con- 
tinue to make records only to break them. 
Their latest score is 147 enemy planes de- 
stroyed and probably destroyed in two 
days, for a loss of two of their own ma- 
chines. In their marching days the Japa- 
nese never ventured an advance anywhere 
without having superior air coverage. 
What is happening to their ‘ceiling’? must 
be correspondingly dampening to the 
morale of their ground and naval forces.

of Britain, the French are either 
Celts or Northmen or a mixture 
of the two, 


Disappeared 


To say that the modern Italians 
are descended from the Latins or 
from those Roman legions which 
conquered the world is to per- 
petrate a tragic joke. 

There is probably as much pure 
Roman blood in Britain, where the 
Romans were in occupation for 
four hundred years, as there is in 
modern Italy. 

Latium, where the original Latins 
came from, is a comparatively 
small part of Italy, And the finest 
of the true Latins, the genuine 
Romans who built the empire, were 
massacred when the German bar- 
barians (ancestors of the present 
occupiers of Rome) seized and de- 
Stroyed the Eternal City, 

The modern Italian is either of 
non-Latin Italian stock, which 
hever amounted to very much, or

gathered from all corners of the 
world, who were set loose when 
Rome was taken and eventually

periods of Roman occupation, 

To talk of a “Latin bloc”, then, is 
merely silly because the Latins, for 
all practical purposes, have disap- 
peared from the earth.

The present intriguers wart to 
set up a “Latin bloc” because, 
through that bloc, they desire to re- 
store the Holy Roman Empire, 
They might just as well try to re- 
vive the corpse of Augustus 
Caesar 

For the Roman Empire, holy or 
unholy, is just as completely a 
thing of the past as any of the 
Caesars. Life has passed it by and 
civilization has outgrown it. 

If that tremendous figure, 
Carolus Habsburg, known as the 
Emperor Charles V, could not re- 


store the Roman Empire as long 
ago as the middle of the sixteenth 
century, what could pigmies like 
Petain and Laval and Badoglio and 
Franco do in the year 1943? 

This preposterous dream of the 
restoration of the Roman Empire, 
promoted and encouraged by inter- 
ested individuals and groups, ex- 
plains what is wrong with modern 
Italy and the Vichy element in 
France. They refuse to live in the 
present, Their eyes turn backward 
over the centuries to glories that 
can never live again, And they 
become the victims of plotters and 
cabals, 

They grow squalid and lethargic, 
like our few unprogressive Ameri- 
can Indians who sit, dirty and un- 
kempt, at the opening of their 
teepees dreaming of the days when 
the buffalo roamed the plains.

Not 80 many years ago, as time 
goes, fish and game provided the 
sole means of livelihood and the 
sole product of exvort for the peo- 
ples who lived in Alberta, The fur 
trade was Alberta’s number one 
industry. Indeed, had it not been 
for the fact that the fur trade at- 
tracted our forefathers to the 
plains and foothills of this proy- 
ince, Alberta might still be an un- 
charted wilderness. Today we are 
apt to regard the wild life of our 
province as a source of sport alone 
for a privileged few, but, my 


friends, while we are laying granc| 


plans for conservation of our agri- 
cultural lands and our forests; 
while legislators and engineers are 
scratching their heads and wrestl- 
ing with the problem of preserving 
our timber lands and our pastures; 
while high finance is budding new 
ideas for the floating of debt-laden, 
interest-bearing bonds to finance 
extensive schemes of conservation 
for the future, the humble little 
beaver is doing more right now 
without money, without hope 
reward and without any interest 
in politics to save our fields and 
our forests than all the engineers 
of the past have ever done

known to man. By building dams 
across our rivers and streams, he 
conserves the run-off from our 
mountains and hills and holds back 
water which would otherwise rush 
down to the sea in flood time. H¢ 
thus raises the water levels and en- 
sures that there will be deep pools 
in which fish may live through the 
heat of summer and ithe severe 
cold of winter, By damning streams 
which might run dry; by holding 
water in them, the beaver creates 
natural fire guards which protect 
our forests from destruction and 
by protecting the forests he also 
protects other life life which might 
perish in flames or starve to death 
from the destruction of their pas 
tures and what is to them their 
home and their fortress. Because 
the beaver is a staunch friend of 
man, he has been given excellent 
protection. Although he is the 
most valuable of fur bearing ani 
mals, he has been placed on the 
protected list this year. No beaver 
may be taken except in special

For this reason, we have estab- 

lished close contact with the sports- 
men, the fur farmer and the fur 
dealer. We have established ad- 
visory committees to assist the de- 
partment in administration and in 
formulating our regulations, The 
Sportsmen and the trained biologist 
are both represented on these com- 
mittees, one of which deals with 
fish and the other with game. In 
addition to these committees, the 
fur farmers and the fur delaers, 
through their provincial organiza- 
tions, have apointed representa- 
tives to speak for them and work 
| with members of the department 
| staff in many phases of their activ- 
| ities. 
You can see, therefore, that there 
| is a very important place for 
proper regulations and you under- 
j Stand, also, that these regulations 
are not set arbitrarily. They are 
the result of careful study and de- 
liberation by members of the de- 
| partment staff in consultation with 
}men of very wide and practical ex- 
;}perience, and men of technical 
training. 

OFFER BOUNTIES 

If we are to preserve wild life, 
;we have to protect it against its 
enemies other animals which 
prey upon it; animals like cougars, 
wolves, coyotes and so forth. So we 
| offer bounties for the skins of these 
animals, We pay a $15 bounty on 
the pelt of a cougar; $10 on the pelt 
of a wolf, and, during a specified 


time of the year, there is a $5 
bounty on the pelt of a coyote. We 
} also pay bounties on birds which | 
}prey upon other birds. These

PROTECT WILD LIFE 

As you possibly know, we give 
{added protection to wild life by 
setting up preserves and sanctu- 
|aries in which all hunting and trap- 
ing is prohibited. We also protect 
wild life by limiting the number 
of birds or animals which may be 


jtaken by hunters during a season. 
These are known as bag and sea- 
son limits and a system of licensing

The of licensing which 
has been devised for trappers in 
the fur bearing regions of the proy- 
nee ensyre that trappers on reg- 
istered trap lines, of which there 
ure at present over 1,500, may have 
continued use of his own areas.

EXPLORATION TRIPS 

It was in July of 1789 that Alex- 
ander Mackenzie made his great 
trip of exploration down the river 
that now bears his name. It was 
also in July, 154 years later, that 
U.S. Army Engineers floated down 


the great river on another great 
voyage of discovery, Gen. Worsham 
said, 


In addition to the basic problems 
common to all construction jobs, 
there were two additional prob- 
lems of great magnitude in North- 
west Canada. These are the short- 
ness of the season and the extreme 
difficulties of transport. 

The supply problem was stu- 
pendous at the outset. Reserves 
must be ample but not so great 
there is wastage and undue delay, 
the speaker pointed out.

WINTER ROADS BUILT 


More than 1,500 miles of winter 
roads were constructed under con- 
ditions of extreme harships. Diesel 
engine fuel congealed in the low 
temperatures, stalling motors. Sol- 
diers suffered frozen limbs and 
other disabilities in the extreme 
cold of last winter to get these 
roads through 

“Heroism of soldiers who drove 
through the winter in unheated 
cabs in 60 below zero tempera- 
rank high with other 
heroism in this war,” the officer 
said.
